TANGIER RULE 


Move On to End Algeciras 
Treaty Control 


Madrid Considers Prestige 
Sufficient to Act 


British Policy Regarded as 
Favorable to Plan 


(BY CABLE—EXGLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

TANGIER (Morocco) March 168. 
The old kettle of international poit- 
tice in Morocco, which has sim- 
mered quietly since 1906, is just 
beginning to show signs of com- 
ing to a boll again, from @ num- 
ber of semiofficial Spanish sources, 
both here and in Europe. This 
week, there has arisen a chorus of 
voices proclaiming that now te the 
time to unde the Algeciras by & 
convention and end the interna- 
tlonal control of Tangier by 
treaty putting tt under the sele au- 
thority of the Spanish h com- 
mission of Morocco. 

No official move has yet been 
suggested by the government, but 
Spaniards here are busy preparing 
public opinion for such a sugges- 
tion. 

The tdea te based on the in- 
creased prestige which the Span- 
ards consider they have gained 
by the two most recent offensives 
against Abd-Fil Krim’s rebels. One 
of these was the Tetuan engage- 
ment of the ist to Sth inet.. which 
is supposed to have insured the 
security of that city, and the oth- 
er was Gen. Requelmes present 
operation against the tribesmen in 
the Larache sector, which is etill 
going on. 

EXPLOSION POSSIBLE 

The Spanish papers here de- 
clare Spain's army is pushing Abd- 
el-Krim speedily down the road 
which must soon lead to-his ruin, 
and they are beginning to add 
statements te the effect that the in- 
clusion of Tangier within the Span- 
ish fone will be the natural re- 
sult ef euch a victory. The ar- 
gument te founded on the notion 
that the International regime in 
Tangier makes that city suffer se- 
rious economic drawbacks, because 
the customs barriers prohibit free 
trade between Tangier and the 
surrounding country. The question 
of administration also is cited. 

The Tangier problem is fully 
capable of stirring up a trouble- 
some inter-European tangle of no 
mean proportions. 

Though the facts of the case 
have never been wholly revealed, 
it is generally known in all dip- 
lomatic circles here that it was the 
late President Theodore Roose 


velt who inspired the Algeciras 
conference in 1906, and thus 
baiked the German Kaliser’s as- 


pirations to put his imperial finger 
in the Moroccan ple. 


The result of that conference 
Was an agreement, known as the 
Algeciras convention, by which 


the powers concerned share in the 
control of the city. Italy and the 
United States did not sign the, 
agreement, 
jshare in the goint control, It 
long been a question here whether 
France or Spain would ultimately 
acquire this important. strategic 
point commanding one corner of 
the Straits of Gibraltar: 


BRITAIN FAVORS SPAIN 


It is generally believed that 
Britain would much rather have 
Spain get Tangier than see the 
French installed in such an im- 
portant position on the straits. 

British and Italian official and 
unofficial observers here are busy 
keeping tab on every move of the 
French and Spanish, particularly 
with regard to Allied nations and 
Abd-El Krim's tribes. While it is 
never mentioned in public. I em 
reliably informed that millions in 
gold are being spent this spring to 
bribe the Riff chiefs to desert 
Abd-E! Krim. This method. mors 
than the military operations, is 
now counted upon to bring the 
rebel leader down in defeat. 

Diplomatic circles here believe 
that Spain and France are pre- 
paring a bargain by which Spain 
will take over Tangier and give 
France a strip fro mthe Spanish 
coasta] zone, adjoining French ter- 
ritory west of Melilla. The one un- 
known quantity in this deal is Italy. 
There is much speculation going on 
here as to how the Italian foreign 
policy will consider a change in 
the regime in Tangier.

pers are less sensationa! than their 
readers. Strive as they may to 
tickle Demos, the mechanica! and 


economic limitations on newspaper 
space are such that they const!- 
tute one of the least sensational! 
forms of letters. Per thousand ems 
of type or pounds of paper, they’ 
run less to crime and tragedy than 
most of the great classics. 

“The idea that the suppression 
of crime news will leasen crime 
ignores the fact that newspapers 
are by no means the only methods 
for the dissemination of 1. forma- 
tion. They have never superseded 
the gossip and the grape-vine tel- 
egraph.” 

Likewise the authors find that 
comparatively little of available sex 
news is printed, although citing 
the subject as one of wide interest. 


SEX NEWS DECLINES 


“Sex wil) disappear from 
news when newrpapers are writ- 
ten and read by Robots. Men and 
women and their problems as such 
always have been the theme of 
accelerated literature as of near- 
ly all other sorts. 

“But just as in crime, the very 
abundance of sex news in time 
forces a process of selection, un- 
tll a very minute fraction of sex 
news ever gets into the newspapers 
and that is usually selected because 
it carries with it some unusual fea- 
ture or appeal—exactiy as the sex 
of great literature is always some- 
thing vastly more than sex.” 
The relation of advertising to 
newspapers is commented upon. “It 
has become conventional to say 
that a newepaper lives on its by- 
product, advertising.” The authors 
deny this, saying: 

“It probably is true today that 
the great majority of newspaper 
advertisers are as dependent on 
the newspapers as they are on the 
railroads, the postoffice, or the 
telephone for their continued ex- 
sitence and functioning.”

Designed especially for use in 
churches, auditoriums, theaters 
and large homes, the instrument 
duplicates the music of the greatest 
pipe organ with auch fdelity of 
volume, range and tone color that 
musicians who heard itt from an 


the first time. volume, range and 
quality of a full band or orchestra 
have been duplicated with fidelity 
by a talking machine, as demon- 
strated by laboratory testa, its in- 
ventors state. 

The new tnatrument wae de- 
veloped tn the laboratories of the 
Victor Talking Machine Company. 
under the direction of Dr. Cariton 
D. Hatete,. chief of the 
company. It marke the culmina- 
tion of years of research itn acous- 
ties, and for weeks physiciate of 
the Victor etaff have been working 
night and day to complete it for 
its firet public showing. 

In explaining the new inetru- 
ment, Dr. Haigie stated that it had 
been the dream of ecientiste that 
such fidelity of reproduction event- 
ually would be attained that it 
be impossible to differentiate 
between the reproduced music and | 
the original. By developing a horn 
twenty feet long. designed upon 
the orthophonic principle, he 
stated that this dream had been 
realized. 

Despite the great eise of the 
horn, it is ingenuously folded with- 
in a cabinet elght feet square.

Employment in manufactur- 
ing industries and employees’ 
earnings continued to in- 
crease during February, de- 
clares a Bureau of Labor 
Gtatistics report, giving the 
employment gain as 1.1 per 
cent and the earnings in- 
crease as 4.2 per cent, as 
compared with January. 
Since February, 1925, the ad- 
vances have totaled 2.98 per 
cent for employment and 4 
per cent for earnings.
